emancipator and General U. S Grant, 
his father. 


"After- tho campaign of Ohattanoo- 


fta," said General Grant, 
"President 


•Lincoln and the Northern people turned 
to General Grant as the leader of the 
Northern armies and a hJH was intro- 
duced in Congress, reviving- ror "him 
the grade of lieutenant general, which

died 
with

(though Wlnrleld Scott, tho hero of tho 
Mexican war,' had held It -by brevet). 
"President Lincoln sent to the Sen- 


ate this nominatlo nand ordered Gen- 
oral Grant, by -telegraph, to report In 
person at .Washington," Upon his arri- 
val there Genera! Grant was summoned 
to tho .White- House, -where President 
and Mrs Lincoln were holding a recep- 
tion. President Lincoln received mi- 
lather with 'great cordiality, pressing 
:ooth his hands and saying: 'I am in- 
deed most delighted to welcome you 
here, General.' 


"When opportunity 
presented Itself 


after the reception. President Lincoln 
said: 'General Grant, I am to formally 
present you your commission tomorrow 
•morning at 10 o'clock, and knowing 
your dislike of 
speaking I have writ- 


ten out what I have to say and -will 
read It; it ivlll only be four or fivo sen- 
tences. I would like you to say some- 
tnlng In reply, which will obvlato any 
feeing of jealousy among officers and 
which will be encouraging to the whole 
nation,' 
' '. 


"After that reception at the White 
Mouse my father wrote in pencil tile 
reply he was to make to the President 
the r.rxt day in receiving his commis- 
sion. When General Grant went to the 
White House the following- morning

accompany him 


Upon reaching there ho and his staff 
were Immediately 
ushered Into 
the 


President's office, where the President 
and his cabinet and two or three, other 
aistlnguished men were, assembled.
